The  New  Bern  "Bears"  opened  their  1951  campaign  with  the  Rock)  Mount  "Black- 
birds" of  AAA  class.  Due  to  injuries  the  "Bears"  were  without  the  services  of  Lheir 
first  and  second  team  quarter-backs,  plus  three  other  regulars,  thus  putting  a  heavy 
burden  on  a  light  and  inexperienced  team.    I  hc\   lost  40-2. 

The  second  game  was  played  at  Oxford  (Oxford  High).  By  this  time  the  "Bears" 
had  regained  the  services  of  most  of  the  injured  players  and  showed  an  improve- 
ment over  the  previous  week.  Although  being  out  weighed  and  outclassed  the  "Bears" 
played  a  good  game,  making  few  mistakes,  but  they  proved  to  be  very  costly.  The 
"Bears"  dropped  this  one  19-0. 

The  third  game  was  with  Washington,  and  also  the  "Bears"  first  home  showing. 
In  this  one  the  "Bears"  made  a  great  impression  upon  the  home  fans  and  showed 
great  potentialities,  only  to  lose  a  heartbreaker  13-7.  The  "Bears"  lone  touchdown 
came  on  a  55  yard  run. 

The  next  week  the  bears  journeyed  to  Roanoke  Rapids  where  they  were  stung  bv 
the  yellow  jackets  26-7.  In  this  contest,  in  which  the  score  does  not  truly  reveal 
the  game,  the  inspired  bears  fought  hard,  but  were  overpowered. 

The  next  game  the  bears  played  Edenton  on  the  latter's  field.  Trailing  13-6  going 
into  the  last  minutes  of  the  fourth  quarter  the  bears  proved  what  they  could  do  by 
making  a  sustained  57  yard  drive  tieing  this  one  13-13. 

The  next  week  the  bears  made  their  second  home  appearance  playing  Camp 
Lejeune.  The  first  half  the  bears  couldn't  seem  to  get  started  due  to  fumbles  and 
penalties.  But  the  second  half  they  lowered  the  boom  on  the  Devil  pups  by  rocking 
three  touchdowns,  thus  winning  their  first  game  of  the  season  by  a  neat  margin  21-0. 

After  taking  one  week  off,  the  bears,  gaining  momentum  got  all  primed  up  and 
turned  back  the  favored  Greenville  Greenies  7-2  in  Greenville.  This  time  it  was  the 
bears  all  the  way. 

As  it  is  known  that  yellow  jackets  can't  very  well  fly — much  less  sting — in  the 
rain,  an  occasion  held  true  to  just  that  on  the  night  that  New  Bern  was  host  to 
Elizabeth  City.  For  the  first  time  in  five  years  the  bears  upset  the  favored  jackets 
13-2  in  a  rainy  night  affair.  The  bears  were  in  this  game  all  the  way  and  played 
great  defensive  ball,  making  several  good  line  stands.  This  one  accounted  for  their 
third  straight  win. 

The  next  week  Morehead  City  was  host  to  the  Bears.  In  this  one  the  bears  played 
a  fine  brand  of  ball  and  dominated  the  play  coming  out  on  the  better  end  of  the 
score  12-6.  As  the  costal  city  really  never  threatened,  again  it  was  the  bears  all  the 
way. 

After  just  getting  to  their  feet  and  in  true  gridiron  form  the  bears  were  knocked 
off  balance  by  arch  rivals — Kinston.  Before  a  large  homecoming  crowd  the  bears 
dropped  this  one  by  a  score  of  20-0.  The  bears  were  completely  outclassed  by  a 
much  heavier  and  faster  team  lead  by  several  all-state  candidates.  The  bears  never 
threatened  in  this  one,  but  showed  great  fight  and  spirit. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  the  bears  concluded  their  season  by  playing  host  to  the 
highly  favored  Oxford  Orphanage.  The  bears  entered  this  game  a  five  touchdown 
underdog  and  had  an  upset  victory  in  view — leading  8-0  for  3  periods — until  they 
weakened  in  the  final  quarter  and  lost  a  heartbreaker  14-8.
